Ap ril 2G. 
Ice 
one-half 
inch thick 
formed on morning of 25th and stay­ 
ed on until ev ening of 26th.’’ Grun­ 
dy^ northwest: 
“Dry and cold wea­ 
ther causes low 
av erages 
on oats, 
wheat and grass.” 
Morgan, central: 
“Freeze sev ere, with thermometer as 
low as 25 degrees.” Christian, south­ 
west : “Temp erature got down to 23 
on Ap ril 25 and 26.” Jefferson, south­ 
east: 
“Snow fell on Ap ril 24 to a 
dep th of 4 inches.” 
The northwest section of the state 
was too dry during Ap ril, and the 
same is true of a p art of the south- 
w’est section, but later rep orts indi­ 
cate a general rainfall.

Frederick Saup*ain, tbe oldest na­ 
tive of the I.*oal8iana Purchase, died 
at the home of his daughter. Mrs. 
John Waddell, Broadway and Harri­ 
son avenue, at 10:20 o’clock Sunday 
night. He was 104 years old on March 
24, 1910. 
Death was assigned to a mild at­ 
tack of pneumonia, which first devel­ 
oped last Wednesday in the form of a 
severe chill. 
Dr. E . A. Wood was 
summoned and diagnosed the illness 
as uraemic poisoning, but later the 
cold manifested itself more plainly, 
finally claiming Its victim. 
Mr. Saugraln had been unconscious 
since 10 o’clock last Saturday night, 
although up to that time he had full 
use of all of his senses. 
In the latter part of March he was 
at the home of his daughter on Grand 
avenue, when fire broke out in the 
house. 
Neighbors ran to his loom 
and carried him to the home of a 
neighbor. 
The shock 
at 
first 
ap­ 
peared to affect the aged citizen, but 
after a few days he appeared to be 
healthier than ever and ,since then 
his appetite had been better, while 
be had better use of his faculties, al­ 
though h© continued almost blind- 
Mr. Saugraln 
was 
a 
remarkable 
character. He was horn in St. Louis 
on March 24. 1806. 
His father. Dr. 
Antonio Francois Saugraln, was a na­ 
tive of France, and one of the first 
settlers, of St- Louis, a contemi/orary 
of Laclede and Choteau. 
He was a 
highly educated and cultured gentle­ 
man, especially along scientific lines, 
and was a close friend of Benjamin 
Franklin. 
Frederick 
Saugrain’s 
birthplace 
was a walled house in Cerre street, 
built with special reference to pro­ 
tection from the attacks of hostile 
Indians, which were of frequent oc­ 
currence at the time of its construc­ 
tion. 
Mr. Saugraln was married early im 
life to Miss Eliza Provenchere. her­ 
self of a pioneer French family, and 
they 
lived 
for 
many years in the 
house w h^ e he was bom. 
Later the family moved to the Gra­ 
vels creek neighborhood, where Mr. 
Saugraln 
followed 
farming 
during 
that period, becoming 
an 
intimate 
friend and stlviser ‘ of the then ex- 
Captain tJ. S. Grant, and he was one 
of those who aided Grant in ”rais- 
Ing” the log cabin in which he after­ 
ward made his home. 
Wiien the Civil war came on the 
Saugrains gave their allegiance to 
the Confederacy, and Frederick Sau- 
graih’s oldest son, Antonio Pierre, to­ 
gether with h*is cousin, Ben Von Puhl, 
Immediately 
Joined 
the 
souihern 
arifiy. 
Since 1888 Mr. Saugraln had lived 
ftlteffiately In Stedalla and St. Louis, 
making his home with his daughters, 
but for some years had resided exclu­ 
sively in B^dalla. 
Up to wittiin a very few years Mr. 
Saugraln wa» -extrem ely active, par- 
tielpatfng with keen enjoyment ^ 
hutttli^, fishing and swimming, being 
especially fond of the lattw . and he 
Is eredlted with having taught « everal 
of Ms grandsons the latter art after 
havliig passed his elghty'-seoond birth­ 
day. 
Mr. Saugrain has two children !lv 
ing and two dead. The living children 
are:
